DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-4 and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Cloyd (5,202,093). Cloyd discloses, in figs. 1, 5 and 6, a stopper assembly comprising 
a capsule 13 having an external skirt 14 and an internal duct 27; a stopper 30 having a 
flexible member 28 becoming narrower at an end 30 and including two walls 32 forming 
a slot; and wherein the stopper having an annular hollow part which fits onto the duct 
and terminating in an annular flange 29. 

The statement of intended use of " for bottles equipped with a neck of compatible 
with a water fountain ..." has been carefully consideration, but deem not to 
impose any structure limitations on the claims distinguishable over the stopper 
assembly of Cloyd. It has been held that a recitation with respect the manner in 
which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the 
claimed apparatus from the prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural 
limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987) 



3. Claims 1-4 and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yatsko et al. (5,433,330). Yatsko discloses, in figs. 5-7, a stopper assembly comprising 
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a capsule 31 having an external skirt 19 and an internal duct 39; a stopper 29 having a 
flexible member becoming narrower at an end 27 and including two walls 41 forming a 
slot; and wherein the stopper having an annular hollow part which fits onto the duct and 
terminating in an annular flange 33. 

The statement of intended use of " for bottles equipped with a neck of compatible 
with a water fountain ..." has been carefully consideration, but deem not to 
impose any structure limitations on the claims distinguishable over the stopper 
assembly of Yatsko. It has been held that a recitation with respect the manner in 
which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the 
claimed apparatus from the prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural 
limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987)
